HIS is the ideal season of the 
year for setting fine stitches in 
hand-made underwear. The long 


evenings by lamp-light are trying on 
the eyes If-the worker uses dark ma- 
terials, but even fine embroidery on 
white is "not apt to injure the eye- 
sight. Then, too, there are so many 
afternoons 
when 
women are storm- 


bound and whole days when relatives 
and friends come to visit and the regu- 
lation 
family 
sewing must be laid 


aside. 


With all these opportunities for set- 


ting odd stitches, no woman can afford 
to be without the materials for dainty 
lingerie. And In the matter of mate- 
rials she may follow any fancy and 
still be in style. For heavy, laundry- 
proof underwear, there Is nothing bet- 
ter than the medium-weight long cloth, 
which has entirely succeeded both mus- 
lin and cambric. The preferred deco- 
ration for this Is English eyelet work 
with mercerized floss In rather broad, 
heavy 
conventional 
patterns. 
Long 


cloth is also preferred for the snug- 
fitting princess models In lingerie. The 
lighter weight fabrics lend themselves 
better to frills and tucks.

come next in weight, though undoubt- 
edly the nainsook is the better Invest- 
ment-

work. And last, in the sheer materials, 
come the novelty goods like dimity, all- 
over embroidery and China silk. The 
last is not so extravagant as its name 
Implies, for a really washable China 
or Japanese silk will wear as long.

Many 
of the new corset covers stop right at 
the waist line in a smooth, snug-fitting 
band, and few peplums are employed. 
However, the average woman thinks 
too much of protecting her corsets 
against colored petticoats to do away 
with the peplum, which affords this 
protection.

ETIQUETTE OF THE EVENING CALL 


F 


JRST and forempst, all young men who 
have reached the age to count calling 
amoog their pastimes should have cards 


engraved. These need not be used on in-° 
formal occasions, but for all formal affairs, 
for homes where your name is not familiar, for 
the purpose of enclosing them with 
gifts and sending regrets, cards are a 
necessity. 
M Cards should be engraved 


with the fulljjame, prefixed by the title 
"Mr.," such as "Mr. John Henry Smith." 
Addresses on men's cards are seldom 
used.,~.The eldest or only daughter of 
the household should have cards read- 
ing "Miss Robinson," while younger 
girls of the family must use their full 
names, such as "Miss Mary Louise Rob- 
inson." 


A young man, in calling, should re- 


move Lhis hat and coat and leave them 
in the hall, or if no place is provided 
for them there, he should lay them on 
a chair in the parlor near the door. 
If he is wearing gloves, his right one 
should 
be 
removed before shaking 


hands with his hostess. It is extreme- 
ly bad -form for a man to keep on his 
overcoat while in a lady's parlor, no 
matter how short his stay. 
And the 


man who twirls his cane and plays 
with his gloves during the evening is 
to be tabooed. If the girl's mother 
comes into the room, he must rise to 
greet her. In cities, eight o'clock Is 
the earliest hour for calling, but In 
country towns they can be made as 
early as seven-thirty. 


If a young man has been entertained 


by a married woman—has been a guest 
at a dance she gave, or has dined at 
her table—he must call on her within 
two weeks after that event. Because 
she is married will not release you 
from this obligation. 
Sunday after- 


noons is a nice time for such call, as 
you will find her husband at home, as 


a rule, and probably have a nice fam- 
ily chat; but the call must be made if 
you have accepted hospitality. 
Any 


time after 
three 
o'clock on Sunday 


afternoons is proper time for calling. 


It is always the proper thing for a 


man to ask permission of a girl to 
call. 
This seems to be a sorely per- 


plexing question. 
There are rare oc- 


casions when a woman takes the initia- 
tive, but the rule is that the man 
must ask the girl. It is for him to 
show the desire to pay that much at- 
tention to her, to let 
her know he 


wants to call. Having asked for this 
privilege, the young man should call 
within a few days and stay only a 
short time for the first time. Lengths 
of calls vary. An hour is the average 
call, and no man should stay until his 
hostess is bored. Ten o'clock is time 
to go home, unless you know the girl 
and her family very well, but no man 
should stay later 
than 
eleven—not 


even if he is engaged to the girl. 


If a man is calling In company with 


ladies, even if they are members of 
his own family, he must wait for them 
to give the signal for leaving. 
After 


the ladies have said their farewells, 
then he must bid the hostess good- 
night and follow the ladies from the 
room. 


A man who has been an usher or 


best man at the wedding of a friend 
must call upon the bride and groom 
within a couple of weeks after their 
return to their new home. Since you 
probably know the groom very well. 
It is a good Idea to call him up by 
telephone, asking if It will be con- 
venient to have you call on such and 
such a night. Tou can. in that way. 
arrange a mutually convenient even- 
Ing. 


If you live In a city where it is pos- 


sible for you to entertain the newly- 


married 
couple, you 
should. 
Take 


them" to the theatre, or to dinner at 
some 
fashionable 
restaurant, or do 


something to show your appreciation 
of the honor they paid you in asking 
you to fee an attendant at their wed- 
ding. 
If you live in a smaller town 


and the bride is a stranger, or has not 
met your family, then you should ask 
if you might bring your mother or 
sister to call upon her. I think this is 
a fault among many young men—pay- 
ing no attention 
to 
the obligations 


they owe to a iharried woman. 


Try not to be wholly selfish in your 


calls. If a girl Is ill and you cannot 
see her personally, you should call at 
the house of her family and make in- 
quiries 
about her, leaving a card 


Perhaps some girl on whom you have 
been calling has lost a parent or some 
member of her immediate family. As 
soon as you hear of this, you should 
call at the house, leaving a card and 
asking the maid if there is anything 
that you might do. These are calls of 
common politeness, and simply must 
be made. 


There are times when a man finds it 


impossible 
to accept certain Invita- 


tions, owing to previous engagements 
lack of time, or other good reasons 
But the fact that he has been Invited 
is sufficient reason for his owing that 
would-be 
hostess a call. 
In 
othei 


words, whether you accept or decline 
an invitation to a dinner, a dance, etc.. 
you must call upon the hostess within 
a fortnight. There are times when a 
man who ha,s never called upon a girl 
wishes to take her to a dance or some 
entertainment.

Let him ask permission to call at her 
home some evening, and while there 
he may ask her If she would like to 
go to the dance.

the 
dinner preparations 
and 


other household duties are prop- 
erly 
organized or 
planned, the 


common 
winter 
vegetables 
can be 


cooked as inexpensively 
as 
canned 


goods, and 
are far more palatable. 


But, 
when 
vegetables 
require long 


cooking, they should be served on a 
day when boiled or stewed meats, pud- 
dings and other slow dishes are to be 
served, making 
one fire do for all

Fresh Carrots and Canned Peas: Se- 


lect eight carrots of 
uniform small 


size, scrape, pare 
and wash. 
Slice 


them about a quarter of an inch thick. 
Lay them 
in a saucepan 
-with two 


sprays 
of 
parsley, two very small 


onions, half teaspoon of salt, two salt- 
spoons of white pepper, a teaspoon of 
sugar, half pint of hot water, or, better 
still, of white broth, with teaspoonful 
of butter. 
Simmer for five minutes 


then set the pan in a. moderate oven 
for twenty-five minutes. Remove from 
the fire and take out carefully the 
onions and the parsley. Add a cup of 
canned peas, from which the juice har 
been- poured, and 
which have been 


heated in a teaspoon of butter. Se1 
back on the stove, stir gently for a 
minute, pour into a hot vegetable dish 
and 
sprinkle 
lightly with chopped 


parsley. 


Fried Parsnips: 
Boil Six medium- 


sized parsnips at any time when you 
are using the fire for other purposes- 
While still warm, peel carefully and 
lay them aside to cool. "When ready to 
cook 
the 
second time, cut them in 


slices, either 
across 
or lengthwise, 


about a. third of an inch thick. 
Four 


over them a very little lemon juice and 
half teaspoon of Fait, a little pepper, 
and. 
if you like the ilaior. a table- 


spoon of olive oil. Let them stand 
thus for half an hour. There arc two 
ways of frying them. 
Vou can brown 


them in butter. <T- \nn can <hp them in 
a hatter marie <-f Hour. "crfr* and milk, 
nnri then flrop them In V>oiJ)ji~ lard as 
you would fritters 
The u^e of the 


lemon juice prevents that flat flavor to 
which some families obiect. 


Bean Croquettes: One pint of un- 


cooked beans, one-half pint of grated 
bread, one tablespoon of chopped pars- 
ley, two tablespoons of melted butter, 
two eggs and one small onion grated, 
salt 'and pepper to taste. 
Soak the 


beans in cold water over night, boil 
them till soft and rub through a sieve. 
To this pulp add the other ingredients, 
mix well, form into balls, dip tinto an 
egg, then cracker dust, and fry in 
r'eep lard uptil golden brown. 


White Beans Francnis: 
Soak one 


pint of small white beans over night. 
Two hours before dinner drain them 
and put them over a fire in two quarts 
of cold water. 
For seasoning, add a 


tablespoon of salt, a teaspoon of white 
pepper, two small onions cut in half, 
three small branches of parsley, and 
a sprig- of bay leaf tied together. Add 
half a pound of salt pork which has- 
been washed. co\ ei the pan tightly antj 
cook slowly for two htjurs 
Now, in 


another 
saucepan, melt 
two taole- 


spoons 
of 
butter, add one medium 


onion, chopped, and thre^ tablespoons 
of flour. While cooking stir for five 
minutes. 
Then 
pour off 
the gia>y 


from the beans and add it to the mix- 
ture in the second taucepan. Stir and 
boil two minutes. 
Remn\c from the 


beatr= the sail pork, rerhs and onion 
halves-, adding the b"iins a'.one to the 
sauce. Bnns to a i>oil and .verie. This 
is a populai dish v i t i s Fr°n-.h peas- 
ants.
